They for the most part belong to the 
Tyrannidje and other niesoinyodian families. In several instances the 
specimens had ])een for a lono- time in the United States National 
Museum collection, but (dther undetermined or misidentitied.

This new 71iaiinujpJuh(,s has a})parently hitherto been confounded

sii})spo('itically distinct. All the speciniens we have seen an‘ from i 
Hrazil. and are (iiiite uniform in characters, thouo-h some of them are 
more* plainly harrc'd on the lower tail-coverts than is the typ(*; and 
while th(‘ present form may ultimately prove to he but the oeo- 
graphical rej)resentativ<‘ of 7. in Brazil, there is at pres- 
ent no evidence of interoradation. From TJuihuiophtl nx )Hteriux, with j 

which it ao-rees in o-cmu-al appearance, it differs in de(*idedly shorter, | 

weaker bill, somewhat paler abdomen, and broader bar on the median 
portion of the out(‘rmost rectri.x.

In fact, it is much nearer JPmitnreus dofpx 
than toanv other species, though having rather a more narrow bill, 
in this respect being somewhat intermediate between JJeiif itr/cTiix and 
Pju/noxi'ioif x.

The single specimen on which this lu'w sp(‘cies is based was origi- 
nally identified as P<Hjo}\oi ricras pi aaihrln but it so greatly ditfers 
from that species, with the tyiie of which it has been compared, that 
there is not the slightest doubt of its distinctness; and furthermore 
it seems not to agree with any described form. In general appearance 
it is a much brighter colored bird than 1\ phualxacrps,^ this particu- 
larly conspicuous on the upiier jiarts and about the head. There is 
much more blackish and slaty on the sides of the head; the more 
deeply yellowish wing margins are broader; the anterior ear-coverts 
are diaqi yellow; the crissum is darker yellow; the breast much more 
strongly shadisl with olive. From Pogoaofrlccas zeledoal it ditiers in 
much the same respects, yet even more decidedly; and it mav be dis- 
tinguished from P. (\rhnlns by its larger size, slaty plumbeous crown 
and occiput, more yellowish edgings of the wings, slightly ashy ehin 
and slaty mixtui’e in the white of lores and superciliary strijie.

The above-described sjiecies differs from Thryo])hilu.^ hnujirostris 
of Brazil in its much shorter bill and tail, darker upper surface, more 
rufescent crown, conspicuous istreaking of cheeks and aurieulars, 
whitish breast and center of abdomen. It is only subspeciffcally dis- 
tinct from Thvyoph'ditii aJhi pectus^ although our material does not 
indicate intergradation.

the bird identitied as Thnfopldlm lencotd by Dr. Sharpe,^ but is cer- 
certainly not the TJiriofhor}<s Jeucotls of Lafresnaye. In the original 
description of Jeucotis^ the cheeks are given as pure white, unmarked, 
which character, as well as the c* *olor of the upper parts, clearly is 
inapplicable to Dr. Sharpe’s bird from Venezuela or to the present 
one from Colombia; Imt Jeucotla is apparently the bird now known as 
Thry(q)hilus galhmithil Lawrence.^ Dr. Sharpe s^uionyinizes Thnjo- 
thoru,s alhipecti(>s‘ Cabanis ^ with his T. leucotis.^ but that the}" are not 
identical is proved by a typical specimen in the National Museum 
collection. 

By the arrangement above indicated the South American species of 
the T. leucotis group would stand as follows;

l)es(iription, — Type, adult male, No. 60595, U.S.N.M.; Cuyal)a. 
Matto Grosso, Brazil; J. Natterer.^ — Phitire plumao’e o-lossy l)laek, 
with the exception of a bright f err ugi neons wing patch involving- all 
the superior coverts excepting the greater series. Length of wing 
(average of 4 specimens), 94.3 mm.; tail. 94.6 mm.; exposed culmen, 
17 mm.; tarsus, ;^3.1 mm. 

The character upon which this new form rests — that is, the much 
paler color of the reddish l)rown humeral area is, notwithstanding 
some individual valuation, ([uite constant in all of the considerable 
number of specimens examined. Birds from the neighborhood of 
Chapada, iSlatto Grosso, Brazil, are of the same form, but those from 
Corumba, farther to the southward, are true j>yrrh<)j>t<'ruf<. Bona- 
parte's name Pen(iuUnni< p)erlp<)iphyrm^ was based on the liird from 
Bolivia, which, as proved by specimens examined, is the same as that 
of Paraguay, the type locality of pyrrhopUrua.^ The present race is 
therefore luidescribed. 

ICTERUS PYRRHOPTERUS ARGOPTILUS, new subspecies. 

Chars, sahsp . — Like Irtcrus pyrrhopUras pyrrhopterus in (*olor, })ut 
decidedly larger, this particularly evident in the bill and tail. 

l)escriptlon, — Type, adult male. No. 55749, U.S.N.M.; Conchitas, 
Buenos Ayres, Argentine Republic, September, ISdS; William H. 
Hudson. — Above and below glossy black, this including both wings 
and tail, with the exception of a chestnut humeral patch. 

Although in color not different from typical I. pyrrho 2 )teras^ the 
birds from Buenos Ayres are so much larger that their subspecific 
separation seems desirable. The subjoined table of millimeter meas- 
urements exhibits the difference between the two I’aces.
